(2) Test in Hindi.—All officers, gazetted and non- 
gazetted referred to in rule 2, who are required to pass a 
departmental examination shall also pass a test in Hindi 
consisting of the following, namely:— 

(D translation of a passage from English to Hindi 

and from Hindi to English; 

(if? correction of sentences and giving Hindi words 
equivalents for English words; 

(Hi) answer from the Hindi passage; 

(iv) conversation; 

(v) reading of petitions and documents written in 
manuscripts in Hindi; 

(vi) classification of Official Language Act; and 

(vii) knowledge of Hindi rules and regulations. 

3. Officers required to pass the examination.— 
Every direct recruit appointed to a permanent post or to a 
temporary post included in rule 2, who is likely to continue 
for a period of three years or more, and all officiating and 
temporary officers feilling under the categories mentioned 
in the said rule, whether appointed by promotion from within 
the Department or otherwise, shall be required to pass the 
specified departmental examination unless they are 
exempted from passing under rule 7. 

Ex p lanation 1: Officers officiating in a partic ular grade 
shall, unless they are officiating in that 
grade in a purely temporary capacity and 
are likely to revert to the lower grade 
within a period of six months, be required 
to take the examination specified for that 
grade. 


ExplanationH: For the purposes of this rule, the 
expression ‘otherwise’ includes 
transferees also. 

Note 1: Officers transferred to a Commissi- 

onerate from the other Central Excise and 
Customs Commissionerates shall be 
governed by the usual departmental 
e x a min a t ion rules and in case they have 
already passed the specified examination 
in their parent office, they shall not be 
required to take the examination again 
merely on account of their change in 
Commissionerate. 

Note 2: A ministerial officer, who has not passed 

the departmental examination specified 
for his grade, shall be required on 
promotion to executive grade to qualify 
in all the papers specified for the higher 
grade and the mere feet that he held the 
lower ministerial post in a permanent or 
quasi-permanent capacity shall not 
entitle him to claim any exemption from 
all or any of the papers on this ground 
alone. 

4. Qualifying marks.—An officer shall, in order to 
pass the examination, be required to secure a minim um of 
50% of the total marks in each paper of the departmental 
examination in which he or she appears. 

5. Period for passing the departmental 
examination.—-1 (a) Officers appointed on probation shall 
pass the departmental examination within their specified 
probationary period (or any extended period of probation) 
and in any case before they are permitted to cross the 
probationary stage. 

(b) Directly recruited officers (other than those 
appointed on probation) shall pass the departmental 
examination within two years of appo intment 

(c) Officers appointed by promotion from within the 
department or by transfer from other department shall 
subject to the provisions of clause (a) of sub-rule (1) of 
rule 7, pass the examination specified for the grade to which 
they are promoted within two years of appointment: 

Provided that in case where an officer is not able to 
pass die departmental examination within fee specified 
period, fee Central Board ofExcise and Custo ms (hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘Board’) may for good and s uffi cient 
reasons extend fee period. 

(2) Grant of additional chance.-(a) All officers who 
are required to pass the examination shall be permitted to 
avail as many chances as occur within fee specified period 
of two years from the date of their appointment and wi fe in 
which they shall pass the departmental examination. 
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(b) The Commisioner of Central Excise and Customs 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘Commissioner’) shall be the 
competent authority to grant two additional chances, 
beyond the chances admissible during the normal period 
of two years, to the officers and staff serving under him. 

(c) The Chief Commissioner concerned shall be 
competent to grant one additional chance after the chances 
referred to in clause (b) of sub-rule (2) and for further chance, 
he shall refer the matter to the Board for consideration and 
the Board shall be competent to grant two additional 
chances which shall be final. 

Note 1.—As every officer is allowed to take as many 
chances as he is entitled within the period of two years in 
which he has to pass the departmental examination (in foil), 
there is no objection to his taking it in parts, if he or she so 
chooses and the officer concerned shall be deemed to have 
failed in the papers in which he or she has not appeared in 
the earlier chance. 

Note2.— A statement showing the names of all the 
officers, who do not take the examination in full, either 
because they have been exempted from passing the 
examinations in the remaining papers or they intend to 
appear in the remaining period at the next possible attempt, 
shall be furnished to the Board and also to the National 
Academy of Customs Excise and Narcotics, Faridabad so 
as to reach them not later than the last date of examination 
and the statement shall mention the papers in which the 
officers have been exempted by the Board, giving reference 
to the Board’s orders regarding such exemptions. 

Note 3.—Where an officer, who has passed a part of 
the departmental examination while holding the post in 
lower grade and who in the meantime has been promoted 
to a higher grade as a regular arrangement in a long term 
vacancy, scuh an officer shall take the examination of the 
remaining papers in accordance with the syllabus and rules 
specified for the higher grade. 

6. Consequences of not passing the departmental 
examination (1).-—No officer shall be confirmed or 
appointed in quasi-permanent or substantive capacity 
unless he has passed the departmental examination or has 
been exempted from doing so in accordance with rule 7. 

(2) Officers appointed on probation shall not be 
allowed to cross the probationary stage until they pass the 
departmental examination. 

(3) Officers who are required to pass a departmental 
examination under these rules shall not be allowed to draw 
further increments if they fail to pass the examination within 
the specified period. 

(4) The next increment and the increments withheld 
in such cases shall be allowed with effect from the date on 
which the officer concerned actually passes the 
departmental examination, the determining date of passing 


examination in which he passes and not from the date on 
which he became due for appearing in such examination. 

(5) Repeated failure to pass the departmental 
examination shall entail loss of appointment in the case of 
directly recruited officers and reversion to the lower post 
in the case of others. 

Note 1.—Withholding of increment of a Government 
servant for failure to pass foe departmental examination 
under these rules shall not amount to a penalty withhin the 
meaning of rule 11 of the Central Civil Services 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965 
(hereinafter referred to as the CCS(CCA) (Rules). 

Note 2.—In cases where foe services of a probationer, 
who failed to pass foe departmental examination within foe 
specified period or extended period of probation, are to be 
terminated in accordance with foe terms of his appointment, 
the procedure provided under the CCS(CCA) Rules shall 
be followed and the provision of the Temporary Service 
Rules shall not apply to a probationer as he is not a 
temporary Government servant. 

7. Exemptions (1).—An officer, who while holding 
a post in a lower grade in the Central Excise and Customs 
Department, has passed or has been exempted from passing 
the departmental examination specified for foe grade, shall 
not on promtion be required to pass the departmental 
examination specified for the grade to which he is 
promoted: 

Provided that— 

(a) an offcer, who is exempted from taking the 
departmental examination for a particular grade 
on the condition that he shall pass the 
examination on his promotion to a higher grade, 
shall have to pass foe examination specified 
for the grade to which he is promoted. 

(b) a ministerial officer promoted to foe executive 
grade shall, if he has already passed the 
examination specified for the ministerial grade, 
pass foe departmental examination in Paper-IV 
Law and Paper-VI Viva Voce within foe year of 
his promotion to the executive grade. 

(c) a ministerial officer promoted to the executive 
grade shall, if he has already passed 
examination specified for the ministerial grade, 
pass foe departmental examination in Paper II- 
Customs and Allied Law specified for 
Appraisers and Preventive Officers within one 
year of his promotion to the executive grade. 

N 0 te.—(1) The ministerial officers shall, if they so 
desire, be permitted to take the examination in Paper IV- 
Law or Paper 11-Customs and Allied Law specified for foe 
executive officers before they are actually promoted to the 
executive grade: 
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Provided that the passing of the e xaminati on shall 
not entitle them to any special advantage for promotion. 

(2) An officer, who passes the ex aminati on in one or 
more papers but fails in other papers, may at the next 
permissible chance appear only in those papers in which 
he has failed. 

(3) An officer, who has taken a degree in law, shall 
not be required to pass the test in that paper. 

(4) An officer, who has passed his matriculation or 
an equivalent or higher examination with Hindi as one of 
the subjects, may be exempted from taking the examination 
in Hindi by the Commissioner concerned, provided that 
this concession shall not be admissible to an officer who 
offered Hindi as an optional subject and failed to pass in it 
at the matriculation or higher level examination. 

(5) The officers who did not take the e xaminati on in 
Hindi as a part of their Matriculation or equivalent 
examination but who have passed first year Intermediate 
Arts Examination with Hindi as a compulsory subject may 
also be exempted from passing the departmental 
examination in Hindi 

(6) The Board may, for any special reasons, exempt 
an officer from passing either the whole or a part of the 
examination. 

8. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessaiy or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. ^
